Crime in county 
on the increase

Crime in Northamptonshire 
has gone up by 12 per cent in 
the past 12 months, with 
reported rape offences rising 
by almost 56 per cent. 

According to new figures 
released by 

Northamptonshire police, 
crime went up from from 
40,983 to 45,927 between 1 
April 2014 and 31 March 2015 
in comparison to the year 
before. 

Rapes went up from 274 to 
427 and violent crime also 
saw a significant rise by 79 


per cent from 7,394 to 11,302. 
There has also been a big 
increase in the number of 
incidents of violence with 
injury - up 1,438. 

Assistant Chief 
Constable Ivan 
Balhatchet said: 

“We have also 
seen a rise in rape 
and sex offences 
in the last year, 
partly because of a 
greater confidence 
in victims to report 
incidents but also 
because of an increase in the 
number of historic offences 
reported to us. 


The 2014/15 figures show 
there has been a fall of 13.8 
per cent in serious acquisitive 
crime, which includes 
burglary and theft of 
motor vehicles, with 
1,023 fewer crimes 
recorded. 

Burglaries are at 
its lowest in three 
years, with figures 
dropping from 
2,706 to 2,308. 
Sholifting has gone 
up from 4,386 to 4,564, 
possesion of weapons has 
increased from 253 to 311 and 
vehicle crime has fallen from 
4,084 to 3,450.

A network of pipes could be 
laid under Northampton to 
deliver parcels directly to 
shops and companies in a 
bid to cut road congestion. 

The Government has 
approved funding for 
Cambridgeshire-based Mole 
Solutions to develop the idea 
as an alternative to the con¬ 
ventional systems of trans¬ 
porting goods by road. 

The plan, called the Mole 
Urban project, aims to reduce 
the level of road freight within 
urban areas by using freight 
pipelines carrying goods in 
capsules to edge of town con¬ 
solidation centres, where they 
would be collected. 

And Northampton has been 


selected as the first test site, 
where a small pilot could be 
set up in years - sending 
goods such as food, drink, 
computer software and 
clothes across the town with¬ 
out adding to traffic. 

The project will begin with 
research and data gathering 
on the range and scale of 
freight movements currently 
taking place in the town 

If the results are positive, a 
small-scale pilot could see 
underground pipelines 
installed to transport goods. 

The development project is 
set to last nine months and if 
successful could be rolled out 
in other towns, although it is 
still a long way from fruition.

‘Ml roadworks killing my business’ 


A Northamptonshire trader says 
‘chaotic’ roadworks on the Ml are 
‘destroying’ his 60-year-old busi¬ 
ness. 

Ian Morgan, 64, has seen profits 
at his Paynes Nurseries garden cen¬ 
tre in Towcester suffer by 25 per 
cent since the works started in 
August 2014. 

The centre, which sits next to the 
Tove Roundabout on the A5, has in 
fact suffered so much that the drop 
in trade is actually its biggest ever

A mother whose son needed 
blood after being diagnosed with 
cancer is urging people in 
Northampton to become blood 
donors and help to save lives. 

Alfe Game, 11, was diagnosed 
with B Cell Non Hodgkins 
Lymphoma, a form of blood can¬ 
cer at the age of five. 

During several months of tough 
chemotherapy treatment, he 
received seven blood transfu¬ 
sions and five platelet transfu¬ 
sions. 

Thanks to hospital staff and 
blood donors, Alfe was able to 
pull through and is now a happy 
11-year-old. Now Karen and Alfe 
are hoping their story will help to 
inspire other people in 
Northampton to give blood. 

Karen Rogers, Alfe’s mother 
said: “Without the gift of blood, 
Alfe wouldn’t be the happy and 
healthy child he is today. 

“The donation of blood is such a 
selfless act that really does save 
lives and improve the quality of 
people’s lives. Blood donation is 
so important. I’m so grateful to 
the donors who helped to save 



Alfe’s life. I urge others to get 
involved as well.” 

Blood is required to treat 
patients for a whole range of rea¬ 
sons. It is used in accident and 
emergency situations, during 
surgery and in maternity and 
neonatal care when either mum 
or baby need blood. It is also used 
as a treatment for cancer and for 
blood disorders, such as sickle 
cell anaemia. 

In general, as long as you are fit 
and healthy, weigh over 7 stone 12 
lbs (50kg) and are aged between 
17 and 66 (up to 70 if you have 
given blood before) you should be 
able to give blood.

1. How will the Cripps Gym fit into the Trilogy 
portfolio?

Orders open in the UK for 
VW’s new Golf Estates 



ORDER BOOKS OPEN: First deliveries of new VW Golf Estates in August 


UK order books have opened for 
Volkswagen’s trio of hot Golf 
Estates - the Golf R and GTD 
Estates and the Golf Alltrack- 
ahead of first deliveries in 
August. 

The R and GTD Estates boast all 
the attributes of their popular 
hatchback counterparts, with 
like for like trims, but bootspace 
is increased from 380 litres to 605 
litres - and up to 1,620 litres 
when the rear seats are folded 
flat. Power outputs range from 
110 PS in Alltrack which is availa¬ 
ble with three engines, through 
184 PS in the GTD to 300 PS in 
the range-topping R model. The 
Alltrack and the R Estate also 
gain 4MOTION four-wheel drive. 

Like the Golf R hatch, the Golf R 
Estate is powered by a 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder turbocharged TSI 
petrol engine. Maximum power 
is 300 PS from 5,500 to 6,200 rpm 
while maximum torque of 380 
Nm is available from 1,800 up to 
5,500 rpm. In this new car, 
standstill to 50 mph takes just 3.8 
seconds and top speed is elec¬ 
tronically limited to 155 mph. 


Style and spec-wise, the Golf R 
Estate follows all the cues of its 
hatchback sibling, though the 
Estate is only available with a six- 
speed DSG gearbox. 

The Golf GTD Estate is, quite 


simply, a booted version of 
Volkswagen’s iconic long-dis¬ 
tance sports cruiser. The new 
estate model has at its heart a 
2.0-litre common rail TDI engine 
which produces 184 PS from 


3,500 to 4,000 rpm. Maximum 
torque is 280 Nm from 2,500 to 
5,000 rpm. The benchmark 0 to 
62 mph sprint takes 7.9 seconds, 
with a top speed of 143 mph. Yet 
the Golf GTD Estate lives up to its 
benchmark economy, returning 
64.2 mpg on the combined cycle, 
with C02 emissions of just 115 g/ 
km. A six-speed manual gearbox 
is standard, while a six-speed 
DSG version is available at £1,415. 

The Golf Alltrack follows in the 
footsteps of the Passat Alltrack 
which first went on sale in the 
UK in 2012 and closes the gap 
between the on- and off-road 
worlds, both visually and techni¬ 
cally. It features a standard 
4MOTION all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, off-road driving profile, 
higher ground clearance, and is 
styled to match its off-road cre¬ 
dentials with flared wheelarches 
and side sills for added protec¬ 
tion, as well as newly designed 
bumpers. Three engines are 
available for UK customers. 

These comprise a 1.6-litre TDI 
110 PS, 2.0-litre TDI 150 PS and 
2.0-litre TDI 184 PS.

The Toyota Yaris has been 
Europeanised with sharper 
styling, a better quality interior, 
retuned suspension, better 
refinement and tweaks to 
improve efficiency across the 
board. What was already a class 
act has just become genuinely 
hard to overlook. 

With most facelifts, the driving 
dynamics are left well alone. Not 
here. Customers had 
commented that the interior 
refinement of the Yaris wasn’t 
among the better superminis, so 
Toyota has acted decisively, 
stiffening the body, fitting a 
revised torsion beam rear 
suspension, improving steering 
response, changing the springs 
and dampers for better body 
control, adding better 
soundproofing material, fettling 
the diesel engine and altering the 
aerodynamics to reduce wind 
noise. 

Four engines are available. 

The quieter 1.4-litre diesel, a 
hybrid that now features better 
fuel economy, and two petrol 
engines. The 1.33 petrol engine’s 
exhaust system is now better 
insulated and the three-cylinder 
1.0-litre powerplant has had 
a lot of budget thrown at it. 
Performance is better and noise 


and vibration have been cut. 
Significant reduction in 
frictional losses has also brought 
this engine’s emissions down 
below lOOg/km. 

The Yaris takes its styling 
influence from the second 
generation Aygo citycar, with the 
X-shaped frontal graphic giving 
it a far sharper look. It’s now a 
more assertive-looking design 
and Europeans like that. The 
interior has also come in for a 
restyle, with a narrower upper 
instrument panel, a sleeker 
door panel and a centre console 
that’s been raised by 23mm 
so that the length of the gear 
lever can be reduced by 30mm, 
improving the ergonomics of 
gear changes. The Toyota Yaris 
was one of those cars that grew 
on you. It didn’t have the force 
of personality to impress you 
with sheer showroom wow 
factor. The latest model ups its 
game quite markedly in that 
regard. Don’t for one moment 
think that Toyota has given into 
superficiality, favouring style over 
substance. This is far more than 
just a cosmetic makeover, with 
a retuned chassis, improved 
refinement, better handling 
and ride and superior efficiency 
measures across the board.

Centurion admits he fell 
out of love with cricket

David Willey starred in 
Northamptonshire's draw with 
Gloucestershire in their opening 
match of the new cricket season 
but admitted his injury problems 
last year made him fall out of love 
with the game. 

A back problem seriously limited 
the all-rounder’s impact during 
what turned out to be a chasten¬ 
ing season for Northants, who 
were relegated from Division One 
of the County Championship. 

Now free of trouble, the 25-year- 
old looked back to his best at 
Wantage Road as he hammered 
his maiden century in first-class 
cricket with a breathtaking 104 
not out off just 83 balls. 

He also made an impact with the 
ball with four wickets in 
Gloucestershire’s first innings 
including a burst of three in four 


balls that saw him run through 
their tail. 

On his difficult 2014 he said: “It 
was a disastrous year, personally 
and for the team. 

“Last year, without realising 
with the injuries and things, I fell 
out of love with the game really. 

“I had a break at the end of last 
year where I played no cricket and I 
only started after Christmas where 
I found my love for it again so I’ve 
been hungry to get out there. 

“It’s one of those things with the 
way the season was going and 
then going away in the winter 
where it just sort of rolls on and 
you go into a bit of a downward 
spiral. 

“You don’t realise anything’s dif¬ 
ferent until you have a bit of time 
away and you go ‘actually, I wasn’t 
enjoying my cricket,’ so it’s worked 
out nicely and hopefully I can 
keep myself fit.” 

Despite Willey impressing, 
Gloucestershire were able to com¬ 
fortably bat through the final day 
on a wicket that seemed to flatten 


out as the game progressed. 

But this was a promising start for 
Northants, who twice came back 
from dicey positions whilst bat¬ 
ting as they recovered from being 
reduced to 162-6 and 110-5 in their 
two innings. 

There were excellent knocks of 
95 from wicketkeeper Adam 
Rossington and 80 from Rob 
Keogh while Muhammad 
Azharullah’s bowling looked 
sharp throughout. 

On his century during the game 
which began on April 12, Willey 
said: “I’ve had 12 first-class 50s 
prior to that and sort of thrown 
them away so it was nice to get 
across the line. 

“I think it was about 22 balls that 
my second 50 came from so I was 
pretty pleased to get there and 
hopefully I can score some more 
for the team this year. 

“We were in a tricky situation in 
our second innings but a good 
partnership between Rob and 
Josh Cobb and then myself and 
Rory [Kleinveldt] gave us a big 


enough lead to make sure they 
couldn’t have a shot at it. 

“You could see it was pretty flat 
and it was hard work for us so if we 
had left them 350 to chase they 
would probably have knocked 
them off.” 

Northamptonshire were not in 
action at the weekend but will 
return to County Championship 
duties on Sunday, when they will 
travel to Leicestershire for the start 
of their second four day contest. 

The county have instead been 
playing a three day second XI 
game against Derbyshire, which is 
due to conclude today. 

Kyle Coetzer blasted a superb 
unbeaten knock of 250 on the 
opening day in batting friendly 
conditions at Wantage Road. 

He claimed two sixes and 38 
fours in his 255-ball innings which 
is believed to be the highest-ever 
individual score for the second 
string.

Chris Wilder revealed he has opened 
talks with midfield duo Jason Taylor 
and Joel Byrom as he begins to 
shape his Northampton Town squad 
for next season.

“I’ve got a meeting with the chair¬ 
man, talking about budgets and 
potential targets.

elect with just a couple of matches 
to play, with the Cobblers outside of 
the play-offs by four points. 

“We’re looking forward to 
Saturday, it’s going to be a great 
occasion,” said Wilder.

Comment: Cobblers take revenge on Johnson

Tom Reed reflects on Northampton’s victory over 
Gary Johnson’s Cheltenham - which just about 
keeps slim play-off hopes alive. 

Cobblers got one over hated ex-manager Gary 
Johnson with a 2-0 win against relegation 
threatened Cheltenham Town on Saturday. 
Chris Wilder’s side killed two birds with one 
stone by seeing off the Robins and keeping 
Northampton’s slim promotion hopes alive. 

The Cobblers, in tenth place in League Two, 
sit four points off the play-offs needing wins at 
champions elect Burton Albion and at home to 
promotion hopefuls Wycombe Wanderers to 
cast them back into the Wembley mix. 

In truth, the pressure is off with Luton Town 
and Newport County in better positions to 
make a late charge and Northampton’s good 
showings against Oxford and Cheltenham 
mean less when they flunked the crunch play¬ 
off test versus Cambridge United. 

Yet the Cheltenham victory was reward for 
fans who have backed the team in numbers 
and revenge on Johnson, the manager sacked 
at Sixfields in 2011 after only eight months and 
with Northampton 20th in the division. 



Ex-Yeovil man Johnson was unsure of the 
reception he’d get at Sixfields on his first mana¬ 
gerial return but was made to know the depth 
of ill-feeling in no uncertain terms by a vocifer¬ 
ous home support that came up with several 
vitriolic chants in his honour. 

Unfortunately for Johnson, his team, replete 
with two former Cobblers in Kane Ferdinand and 
Shaun Harrad, failed to put in the sort of valiant 
all-action performance you’d expect from a team 
with three games to save their season. 

Instead, both sides settled into a leisurely 
end-of-term rhythm with Northampton threat¬ 
ening the Cheltenham goal on the odd occa¬ 
sion via an Evan Horwood free kick struck over 
and a Diego De Girolamo pot shot saved by 
Trevor Carson. 


Northampton had named an unchanged side 
to the one that drew 1-1 with Oxford United last 
Tuesday night. That meant forward starts for 
Ivan Toney and De Girolamo while Lawson 
D’Ath, John-Joe O’Toole and Ricky Holmes 
made up an attack-minded midfield. 

Mathieu Manset, the Robins’ man mountain, 
is no stranger to Sixfields having scored the 
winner for Hereford United when the Bulls 
came back from 3-0 down to stun the Cobblers 
4-3 in 2010 but the Frenchman struggled to 
recreate that impact. 

The second half had more zip with Cobblers 
looking to undo Cheltenham down the wings. 
Holmes, beginning to look like his old self after 
injury, contributed some smart work four min¬ 
utes after the restart to tee up De Girolamo, 
who fluffed his lines. 

Yet it was the Robins who should have 
snatched the lead with a well executed Joe 
Hanks long-ranger which clattered the 
Cobblers’ bar. O’Toole wanted a little too much 
time with the ball running to Hanks, who like 
his namesake Tom went big with a right-footed 
curler which Shwan Jalal was relieved to hear 
ping off the woodwork. 

The scare enlivened Northampton who 
claimed the opener moments later when D’Ath 
dashed up the left touchline before sending 
over a well placed left-footed cross for Toney to 
prod home in front of Sixfields’ North Stand. 

The goal showcased D’Ath’s tenacity and 


Toney’s pace through the six-yard box to pleas¬ 
ing effect. Johnson meanwhile would have 
considered retreating to his dugout as was 
often the case at the end of his Sixfields tenure 
but there was no escaping a particularly popu¬ 
lar chant about the size of his skull. 

One player with a big head would have been 
Marc Richards, his welcome return as a substi¬ 
tute for De Girolamo on 67 minutes drawing 
warm applause from the home support. 

Richards maintained his second placed 
League Two top-scorer position despite being 
ruled out for six to eight weeks and made good 
on his intention to top the chart come season’s 
end by notching in the 70th minute here. 

He completed a double step-over at pace 
before drilling the ball low to Carson’s left to 
remind those in attendance of his above-aver¬ 
age technique for this level. 

The goal, on Richards’ 100th appearance for 
the club, was his 18th of the season, one behind 
Matt Tubbs of Portsmouth while Toney’s strike 
brought him up to double figures for the sea¬ 
son in League and Cup. 

If Northampton can add some quality to the 
obvious attributes of Richards, Holmes, D’Ath 
and Toney next season then there’s every hope 
of going into next summer on the back of a pro¬ 
motion. Cheltenham meanwhile may not be 
“on the beach” just yet but I’d be checking their 
players’ holdalls for sun cream after this pallid 
performance. 
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Tom Wood is desperate for Saints to 
book a home Premiership semi-final 
as soon as possible with Northampton 
set to face Saracens in the ‘best of 
English’ clash at a packed stadiummk 
on Saturday. 

The reigning Premiership champions 
will return to Milton Keynes for a repeat 
of last year’s final with a six point gap at 
the top of the table and just three games 
left to play. 

A top two finish and with it a crucial 
home clash in the final four could be 
guaranteed if results go Northampton’s 
way this weekend with winless base¬ 
ment boys London Welsh then due at 
Franklin’s Gardens before an East 
Midlands derby away day at Leicester 
Tigers to wrap up the regular season. 

Flanker Wood is eager to cement Saints’ 
spot in the top two to allow maximum 
time to rotate and rest players before the 
all-important climax of the season. 

Saracens, however, will have other 
ideas and as they currently sit second 
the MK showdown will be a top-of-the- 
table clash - meaning the game’s billing 
as the ‘best of English’ is justified. 


“It’ll be really nice to not have to go to 
Leicester on the last day with every¬ 
thing on the line and massive pres¬ 
sure,” said Wood. 

“It would be nice to go and put pres¬ 
sure on them from the comfort of a 
home semi-final. 

“Also, we’d like to play London Welsh 
with the ability to mix the side up and 
rest the right players that might need it. 

“If we lose and lose badly at the week¬ 
end we’re under desperate pressure to 
regain some momentum and form. 

“So a good win against a team like 
Saracens just gives us the luxury of 
rotating a couple of players, solidifying 
that home semi-final nice and early and 
the chance to build some momentum 
going into hopefully a semi and a final.” 

Saints head into the clash after a 
weekend off following their European 
Champions Cup quarter final defeat to 
Clermont Auvergne, who also beat 
Saracens in the last four. 

Wood said the break had given Saints 
the chance to freshen up, and revealed 
that the pain of watching their rivals 
playing in the latter stages of the 
European competition has given them 
extra incentive for Saturday. 

“You don’t want weeks off at this time 
of year,” said Wood. “It’s tough to watch 
Sarries and the like competing in semi 
finals while we’re sat at home. 


“It’s a bit of a catch 22 as it’s the only 
chance we get to have a weekend off 
and to freshen up so you’ve got to take 
that when you can but you don’t want to 
be watching semi-finals, so it’s a little 
extra incentive and extra hurt and 
anger to put in ahead of the weekend.” 

Saturday’s game looks on course to 
break the attendance record for stadi¬ 
ummk, pictured, with the match shifted 
down the road from Northampton as 
part of the venue’s preparations for 
hosting three Rugby World Cup match¬ 
es later this year. 

The previous record crowd of 26,969 
was set in August when football tenants 
MK Dons stunned Manchester United 
with a 4-0 win in the League Cup. 

HRH The Princess Royal will be 
attending the game in her capacity as 
patron of charity Transaid and Saints 
skipper Dylan Hartley believes that a 
good atmosphere and strong local sup¬ 
port will be crucial. 

“It’s not too far down the road from us 
and obviously we played our Heineken 
Cup quarter and semi finals there and 
they were good for us,” he said. 

“We’ve got a lot of local support there 
and it will be a home game for us. Last 
time we played Saracens there we actu¬ 
ally lost, there was a kick at the end 
which hit the crossbar so that was a loss 
that we’d like to put right.”
